The Port of Richmond, which 
now enjoys a high rating 
among ports of the Pacific 
coast, dates back only to 1910, 
when the late EK. J. Garrard 
made the firgt moves toward 
developing the commercial pos- 
sibilities of the hanbor. It was 


in that year that he caused the 
City Council to request Jogeph 
R. Knowland, then Congress- 
man, to ask the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee of Congress 
for an appropriation to cover a 
preliminary survey t learn the 
cost of a dredging program. 
The survey was known as the 
Rees report and_ provided for 
the dredging of a channel from 
the deep waters of the bay to 
Point Richmond and thence to 
Point Potrero; for the dredging 
of Ellis Slough to Ellis Land- 
ing; for ‘a turnimg basin in the 
Inner Hanbor; the building of 
bulkheads; filling of tide lands 
and the creation of a wide chan- 
nel leading oward Point Isabel.

The City Council employed an 
engineer to prepare plans for 
the construction of the terminal 
now known as Terminal No. 1

Municipal Natatorium 

The city, itself, in 1924, de 
termined to build, and did build, 
one of the finest natatoriums in 
the West at a cost iin excess of 
$150,000. The original bond 
issue of $85,000 is being liqui- 
dated from profits each year. 
Nearly one million admissions 
have ibeen received at the nat- 
atorium, the price being mod- 
erate and in line with private 
plunges hereabouts. 

Children of the city are ad- 
mitted free on stated days. To 
the late E. T. Garrard, former 
mayor and civic leader, is major 
credit for the natatorium due, 
though all in the city helped to 
build it. 

Playgrounds Active 

While the natatorilm appeals 
to old and young alike. While
